Tt is evident that Messleurs Meilhac and Halevy
are familiar with Paris by night as well as by dsy.
Into the libretto of La Vie Parisfenne they have con
trived toIntroduce about a8 muoh of its rottenncas
s conld well be compressod (nto the space ot their
command. Ranuing through the dinlogne there 18 &
Etream of fith whioh surpasses in |ts unsavory odor
anything to be found in all the operas boufes whioh
have precedod La Vie Parisienns In this city, The
Whole affair is simply o carnlval of low intrigoe, n
dirty and disgusting medley such as could come only
from the slums of Parls, Under such circumataness,
Weo oertainly do not intend to defend La Vie Parisfennes
against the charge of samuttiness, which our friends
of the Evening Bulletin have hurled against Offen-
bach in general and this excrescence of Offenbach in
particular. Yot we oan, without ssying s word in
pallistion of Indecency, poiut oat the Inconsistencies
Of the Bulletin's argument of yesterday, Soarocly u
weok has elnpsod slnce the Maretzek troupe per-
formed Don (Jovanni at the Academy of Musle in
this city, The Bulletin complacently announoced thot
the opers would be produced, and on the following
afternoon, huving had an opportunity to sleep upon
the subjoct, wana o8 mute fs the traditional oyster
Yet every opern-goer knows that the dinlogue to

which Mozart set his grandest seore (8 the
quintessence  of vileness, “Leporello”  the
“Don's" man  of all  work in general

and of dirty work in particular, is made, in the ninth
scene of the (irst act, to reconnt 1o “Elvira" the
achicvements of his gay and festive master, 80 nu-
merous had they become that the falthifnl squire
dared no longer trust hig memory, and had taken the
trouble to riddunee the narrative to writing. Almost
on o par with Den Glovanad I8 Rigeletto, In the score
of which are found gome of the most brilliant mor-
erave of Verdl, But little lower in the same oatn-
logué come Donlzettl’s La Favorite and Verdi's La
Traviata, in the plots of all of which the clement of
naatiness prevalls over all otherd.  And vet we do
not remember that the Hulletin bas over been thrown
INto u paroxysm of plous wrath b the anpouncement
of any of these operas, or that it has lbored throngh
three-quarters of an  editorial column to prove
that their performance ut the Academy of Music
was n pollution of that sacred edifice which was
“built for the envouragement of art in its purest and
best forma.”  All reforms, however, In art as well as
in politics, must be gradaal ; snd so the Buelletin sin-
gles out Offenbach, and lunges at him with all the
ardor Don Quixote manifested in his famous assanlt
apon the windmills, It rides gallantly to the onset,
and smites poor Juegues Ofenbach hip and thigh, in
biisaful forgetfulness that time wnd time agaln “the
noble Academy of Musie, bullt for the encourage-
ment of art in ita best and parest forms,” as exeom-
plified in Don Giovannd and Rigoletto, Das bhoen Cpros-
tituted to the exhibition of vulgar dsnces and un-

seomly acting In  pleces™ such as the Bask
Crook, Fast Liymne; or, the Elopeinnnt,
U'n  BRalle in Maschera, and Robest L Thuble

Sithat hold up to scorn and ridicale both art and
morality.” If the dances of the Black Cvoak are nos
vulgar, if the elopement of “Lady Isabel” 18 not an
Infringement upon morality, If the ballets ineident to
Robert and Un Ballo wre not as disgusting as the
Cau-oan, if the nchievements of “Don Glovannl” are
exemplury, if the revenge of “Rigoletta” 18 in strict
compliance with all the commands of the Decalogie,
we are prepared to acknowledge that our ldews of
vulgarity and morality are slightly mixed,and to enter
upon a labored defense of Genevievs de Drabant snd
La Vie Poarisienne a8 the quintessence of decency.

La Vie Paristenne, the latest of Ofenbach’s eccen-
tricities which has been produced in this city, was
given at the Acndemy of Musle last evening, before
a large audience, every member of Mr, Grao's
troupe being included in the cast,  The scene i lakd
in the Paiis of to-day, and, a8 we have intimated
above, in plot and dialogue it s about on & par
with Don Giovanni, which mesus simply that it is
just sbout a8 nusty—we prefer the word aasty to
the Bulletin's “good old English word” smutty—as it
can be, and no more. Yet the librettists have
contrived to turn everything to ridicule, and in soyve-
ral of the soenes the clement of extravagance coms-
pletely overwhelms that of indecency. The gro-
tesque “Swisg Admiral,” who wears spurs because,
although such mauy not be the cnstom in countries
which have a navy, it 18 not objectionable in coun-
trios which have no navy, presents the very consums-
mation of extravagance, Even more ridiculous than

the hereditary  Admirnl 18 M. Carrier's
“Major Edounrd”"—not @ regpectable  sol-
dier of a major, nor yet & drum-major, but

A table d'hote mujor, quite incapable of description,
M, Carrier's get-up in this rele I8 unguestionably the
most remarkable that has ever been witnessed in
this eity, and it is only to be regrotted that such o
unique and fantustical caricature has not been in-
troduced by Offenbach into some of his less ohjeo-
tionable eMugions. M. Carrier heretofore has earned
A reputation in this city for tameness, but his person-
agion of the “Major” last evening totally dispelled
the notion that he has noet @ tne conception of humor
and deserves to rank as o first-class low come-
dian, Of the music bot lttle can be sald, for
there I8 comparatively lttle of it and none
that presonts anything novel, If we may except the
old Tyrolese air, “Meiin Vater (st eln Schacider,” which
is worked up, in its variations, with all the dashing
extravagance at Offenbach's commuand. Madame
Rose Bell perpetrated this with such exquisite
drollery that it was three times encored, and the
wild enthusiusm of the audience proved that Oifen-
Lach I8 not yot played ont in this clty.

Glancing aronnd upon the wudlence, in the mids
of thé¢ tu:]il., we could recopnige a very large pro-
portion of e hatitual opers-goers, all so eager to

peatily the intensity of thelr delight, that they could
not suppress their enthusinsm  until the end of the
seene, ‘The cause of the uproar was entirely charae-
teristie of OMenbach, and the great favor with which
it was recetved showed the source of his popalarity
here and elsewhere—a successiul nppeal to the sense
of the ridiculons which exists in every human heart.
Not uptil such andiences frewn upon Oifenbach will
hie b diiven from the stage,
